Fire Department 
trial adjourned 
until May as 
negotiations sour

Three weeks before a trial was supposed 
to commence that may have split fire 
department assets and equipment between 
Grayling Charter Township and the City of 
Grayling, both sides are digging in their 
heels and pointing fingers as contract nego- 
tiations continue. 

Grayling Charter Township Attorney 
Rich Jaskowski initiated the stipulation to 
adjourn the three-day trial that was sched- 
uled to begin on Wednesday, Jan. 28. City 
officials agreed to the adjournment. A new 
trial date has been scheduled for Tuesday, 
May 26. 

The action comes after the Grayling City 
Council held a special meeting on Jan. 5. 
The city council unanimously rejected a 
proposal made by the township at its Dec. 
16 meeting. The township board is seeking 
to have an interim agreement to operate the 
Grayling Fire Department. One of the goals 
of the interim agreement is to establish an 
administrative fire board, under Michigan 
Compiled Law 41.811, that would include 
representatives from the city, the township 
and one at-large member selected by the 
fire board members. 

Township officials believed that they 
were close to settling contract negotiations 
after a citizens group met with Grayling 
Charter Township Supervisor Terry Wright 
and Grayling City Manager David Thayer. 
Establishment of the fireboard was recom- 
mended at the meeting. 

City officials, however, have never 
agreed to the fire administrative board. 
Instead, city officials are now offering the 


_ township a straight contract to purchase fire 


services from the city, which spells out the 
dollar amount the township would pay for 
services. A second proposal offered to the 
township board, meant to make it more 
palatable for township officials to accept, 
was also made.

Tourism slow in n spite 
of favorable weather

Most of the time, heavy 
snow translates to heavy 
traffic for Crawford County 
businesses that depend on 
tourist dollars. Now that 
the holiday results are in, it 
appears (hat even the heavy 
snow was not enough to 
bury recession woes for 
many motels and restau- 
rants in the area. 

Ilene-Geiss Wilson, 
director of the Grayling 
Visitor’s Bureau, regularly 
meets with the owners of 
various Crawford County 
and restaurants. 
She says that although 
many are reporting mixed 
results for the winter tourist 
season so far, the holiday 
season did not meet expec- 
tations, 

“It was not as good as 
previous years when there 
was snow over the holiday 
season,” Geiss- Wilson said. 

Not surprisingly, the 
sluggish Michigan econo- 
my has been tagged as the 
chief culprit. 


“A lot of people have 
very precarious job situa- 
tions right now, or they 
have no job at all,” Geiss- 
Wilson said. 

Nonetheless, the positive 
impact of the “white 
Christmas” was. still felt. 
Many tourism-related busi- 
nesses reported a traffic 
increase up as much as 20 
percent over last season, 
when there was virtually no 
snow on the ground in 
December. _ . 

Still, most businesses are 


reporting that numbers are 


nowhere near. what. they 


should .he for this kind of 


weather. 

“Tt expected to hear from 
them that they’re running 
even or up, but they’re not,” 
Geiss-Wilson said. People 
overall felt that the two 
week Christmas season 
was lower than expected 
considering how much 
snow we had.” 

These resulis are also 
surprising considering that 
both the DNR and_ the 
Michigan Snowmobile 
Association report that

snowmobile trail permit 
sales are up significantly 
from last winter. 

“As far as the pre-printed 
sales go, we’re right on 
track,” said Bill Mason, 
executive director of the 
Michigan Snowmobile 
Association.

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Weyerhaeuser will weather tough

Jan Faulkner, unit general 
manager for the Grayling 
Strand Technologies mill, 
and Dave Malm, a U.S. 
strand manufacturing man- 
ager, met with the Crawford 
County Avalanche _ last 
Thursday to dispel rumors 
swirling around the commu- 
nity regarding the future of 
the plant. Both officials con- 
firmed that there will not be 
a mass layoff of employees 
that would force a perma- 
nent or intermittent closure 
of the plant. 

Instead, the Grayling 
Strand Technologies mill 


will respond to the fluctua- 


tion of supply and demand 
for the Oriented Strand 
Board the mill produces by 
holding strong. 
Manufacturing Oriented 
Strand Board involves cut- 
ting logs into uniform 
strands to take advantage of 
the inherent strength of the 
wood. Wax and resin are 
then applied to the strands 
and pressed into layered 
mats. Finally, the mats are 
pressed together to form a 
uniform bond and to enable 
the board to resist moisture. 

Oriented Strand Board is 
used in the floors, walls and 
roofs of homes to allow 
faster construction. The 
boards are also used in the 
construction of recreational 
vehicles, upholstered furni- 
ture, industrial packaging 
and other home fumishings. 

The Grayling Strand 
Technologies mill. has a 
workforce of 160 employ- 


“ees ‘and is the fourth ‘largest 


employer “in Crawford 
County. The mill may have 


brief shut .downs when 


demand is low. During that 
time, employees will main- 
tain, fix and upgrade equip- 
ment to continue to make 
the mill a viable operation. 

“Our posture is to gainful- 
ly employ people, and we 
will continue to look at mar- 
ket signals and we will 
adjust ° accordingly,” 
Faulkner said. 

The main factor for the 
lower demand for Oriented 
Strand Board is an oversup- 
ply of unsold homes in 
North America. Coupled 
with a decline in single fam- 
ily housing starts, a decline 
in the construction of new 
homes and a decline in the

remodeling of existing 
homes, Weyerhaeuser's 
wood products division has 
taken another significant hit. 

“Basically, the bottom fell 
out of the housing market 
last year,” Faulkner said. 

Malm said the market for 
new home construction in 
North American peaked in 
2005, when there were 2.2 
million homes built. In 
2009, there is a projection 
for only 700,000 new homes 
to be built across North 
America. 

A decrease in the con- 
struction of recreational 
vehicles, and companies 
opting to use plastic as a 
cheaper means to package 
and ship materials, has also 
cut into Oriented Strand 
Board sales. 

The net earning for the 
overall Weyerhaeuser 
Company, which is based in 
‘Federal’: Way, ‘Wash., for 
‘2007 was $790 million, a 


‘net decline of $337 million. 


Sales for Oriented Strand 
Board dropped from $939 
million in 2006 to $589 mil- 
lion in 2007 - a decline of 
$350 million. Weyerhaeuser 
is expected to soon release 
its 2008 annual report. 

In response to market 
conditions, Weyerhaeuser 
has already closed Canadian 
Oriented Strand Board mills 
in Miramichic, Quebec, and 
Drayton Valley, Alberta. 
Production at the mills in 
Wawa, Ontario, and Hudson 
Bay, Saskatchewan, has 
been curtained, but is 
expected to return to full 
capacity once the housing 
market in North America 
starts emerging from its 
slump. 


Well, that’s different. 


Malm was the unit gener- 
al manager for the Grayling 
mill for six years before 
being promoted three years 
ago to oversee 
Weyerhaeuser's Oriented 
Strand Board production in 
the Eastern United States. 
Along with the Grayling 
plant, Malm is in charge of 
overseeing operations at 
mills in Sutton, W. Va., 
Elkin, N.C., Arcadia, La. 
and Hazard, Ky. 

All mills will have brief 
shut downs to maintain 
equipment based on market 
conditions. 

“Weyerhaeuser's intent is 
to ride out this downturn,” 
Malm said. “All mills are in 
the same exact boat as 
Grayling.” 

Currently, Weyerhaeuser 
is dealing with a slowdown 
in the building market 
caused by harsh winter 
weather hammenng most of 
the county instedd ‘of just 
pockets of winter blasts. 

“This year, it’s been from 


‘the west coast to the east 


coast and that has an impact 
on building as well,’ Malm 
said, 

Despite the tough market 
conditions, the Grayling 
Strand Technologies mill 
will continue to stand by 
community projects, causes 
and events, including the 
62nd annual AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon. 

In August, Weyerhaeuser 
will celebrate it’s 27th 
anniversary in Grayling. 
Oriented Strand Board was 
introduced to the building 
materials market in 1982. 

“Weyerhaeuser has been 
a strong supporter of the 
community and our intent is

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WITH: THE LONG and 
historic 2008 political cam- 
paign cycle now in the 
books, potential candidates 
for the 2010 governor of 
Michigan are beginning to 
emerge in earnest. 

Incumbent Democratic 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
cannot run again, so the 
field is wide open. It’s like 
the 2008 presidential pic- 
ture with no incumbent in 
the picture and neither 
party with an anointed 
shoo-in. 

Now is the time to start, 
and several potentials are 
getting ready. 

Lt. Gov. John Cherry, a 
Democrat, has filed with 
the state an official 
exploratory committee 
called “A Whole Lot of 
People Supporting John 
Cherry.” 

There’s an outside 
chance, however, that by 
election time 2010, Mr. 
Cherry could be the incum- 
bent governor; that’s if 
Gov. Granholm leaves for a 
job in the Obama adminis- 
tration, or perhaps a judi- 
cial appointment.

Mr. Patterson then 
joined the Headlee ticket as 
GOP candidate for attorney 
general, and lost again to 
long time incumbent 
Democrat Frank Kelley. 

Brooks Patterson, 70, has 
been an always colorful 
and often controversial part 
of the Michigan political 
landscape for a quarter 
century, and generally is 
credited with a fine job as 
Oakland County executive.

field for 2010 governor 
already is large and 
impressive, and could grow 
even more, regardless of 
Mr. Patterson’s decision. 

Attorney General Mike 
Cox of Wayne County and 
Secretary of State Teri 
Lynn Land of Kent County, 
both term limited like Gov. 
Granholm, are all but offi- 
cial candidates already. 

Peter Hoekstra’ of 
Holland gave up his seat in 
Congress this year and 
indicated he may run for 
governor.

of Livingston 


County and Rep. Candice 
Miller of Macomb County 
~ usually are listed as 
potential candidates for 
governor. I suspect both 
will stay where they are, 
but as Republicans both 
now are in the minority in 
the House and that’s nei- 
ther as much fun nor as 
effective as when your 
party is the majority, and 
that could influence deci- 
sions on future plans. 

Oakland Sheriff Mike 
Bouchard almost ran for 
governor in 2006, and 
might try again. David 
Brandon, a former 
University of Michigan 
regent and chairman of the 
Domino pizza empire, is 
another oft-rumored 
Republican hopeful. 

Several members of the 
state senate will be term 
limited in 2010, and look- 
ing for a new place to land, 
including GOP leader 
Mike Bishop, also from 
Oakland County. 

The name of Mark 
Murray, chairman of 
Meijer Inc., also is on 
many lists of potential 
Republican governors, but 
that, too, seems an outside 


chance. However, consid- 
ering Mr.  Murray’s 
employment record, it 
could happen. A person of. 
considerable talent, Mr. 
Murray was a jack-of-all- 
budgetary-trades during 
the Engler administrations, 
including time as state bud- 
get director and state trea- 
surer, followed by brief 
tenures as vice president of 
MSU, then back to the 
capitol, then president of 
Grand Valley _— State 
University, before leaving a 
couple of years ago for the 
Meijer job.

Under the proposal, the 
township board and the city 
council could meet twice a 
year, or as needed, to dis- 
cuss fire department policy 
issues, expansions of. ser- 
vice, continuation of ser- 


vices and acquisition of 


capital equipment. That is 
the same language the 
township board put in its 
contract for duties that 
would be carried out by the 
fire administrative board. 

“Why not have the two 
governing boards get 
together rather than dele- 
gate the authority over to a 
third, un-elected body?” 
Thayer questioned. 

The city council also said 
it would continue with a 60 
percent 40 percent cost split 
between the township and 
the city for three years, 
instead of proceeding with 
another funding formula in 
the 2010 fire department’s 
fiscal year. Finally, fan- 
guage that said the town- 
ship would need to give the 
city council a year in 
advance if it wishes to sever 
its ties from the city for fire 
services was removed from 
the contract. 

In January 2008, the 
township board authorized 
a lawsuit against the City of 
Grayling. Township offi- 
cials were seeking the 
return of a committee of 
township and city officials 
to oversee the operations of 
the fire department. 

The lawsuit was prompt- 
ed after failed negotiations 
to renew a mutual operating 
agreement between the city 
and the township which 
expired in June 2007.

Thayer. 

Mark Clark, a Traverse 
City attorney representing 
the city in the lawsuit, said 
establishment of the admin- 
istrative board would not be 
permitted under the city’s 
ordinance to run the fire 
department. The only way 
such an authority could be 
established is if authority to 
oversee the fire departinent, 
appoint the fire chief and 
appoint the assistant fire 
chief was vested in the city 
Inanager. 

The city has agreed to 
assume the [lability for the 
fire department and the fire 
inspector. 

The city has also agreed 
io pay for cost overruns at 
the end of the fire depart- 
ment’s fiscal year. Thayer 
said that the city is already 
looking at paying more 
costs for the 2008-2009 fis- 
cal year since four new fire- 
fighters recently joined the 
department, necessitating 
the purchase of turnout gear 
and training. 

“We're im an economy 
where who knows what's 


going to happen,” Thayer 


said. 

Thayer said he is puzzled 
by the ineffective negotia- 
tions to settle the fire 
department pact due to the 
“dead time” that occurs 
between township board 
and city council mectings 
and a lack of communica- 
tion from township. offi- 
cials. 

“We're just riding on this 
whole thing,” Thayer said. 
“We're not in the driver's 
scat. We’re in the passen- 
ger's seat.” 

The township board will 
consider the cily's two con- 
tract proposals at its next 
regular meeting scheduled 
to be held at 10:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday, Jan. 21.

by the city’s refusal to agree 
to an administrative fire 
board. 

“1 just don’t understand 
how they can do what they 
are doing, but this 1s some- 
thing they have to live 
with,” Wright said. “From 
the very beginning, we have 
been saying we want some 
form of authority over the 
fire department and we are 
not willing to compromise 
on that since we have been 
paying 60 percent of the 
cost and own half of the fire 
department. We don't see 
where they’re coming from. 
It just seems like they're on 
some big power trip. I don't 
know.” 

The city formally created 
a fire department in 1947, 
under the direction of the 
city manager, and provided 
fire services county wide. 

In 1973, the city 
declared that it could 
longer provide fire services 
county wide. Grayling 
Township agreed to con- 
tract with the city for ser- 
vices. The rest of the town- 
ships started their own fire 
departments. 

The first legal mutual 
operating agreement 
between the City of 
Grayling and Grayling 
Township was approved in 
1974, according to city offi- 
cials in response to the law- 
suit. 

City officials say that 
they have always run the 
fire department and have 
always accepted shared 
capital assets with the 
township since the first con- 
tract was approved, rather 
than charging a capital fee 
for the use and purchase of 
equipment and assets. 

Township officials claim 
that they have had an agree- 
ment to operate the fire 
department with the city for 
6! years.
